—_— ” | fomes muche decreaſed, and all marchaundiſes greatly enhaunced in pzyſes, 
beſydes the manyfolde troubtes, daungers, and loſſes that do come to al perſons who ſhoulde traffique by ſea, 
andſo her hyghnelle ſublectes on both ſydes leauyng theyꝛ bſuall trade ol ſyſhyng, and ſea fatring in way of 
marchaundiſe, tabyng partes, be become as enimies, and exerciſe actes of hollilitie on the one ſyde 02 on the 
other, to al manner ol perſons hauntyng on the ſeas, and amongſt themſelues alſo, wherecontrarpwyſe her 
Mateſties wyl and pleaſures, that none of her ſubtectes ſhould intermeddle in any quarrels of any fozraigne 
pꝛince oꝛ ſubiect, ofthe one ſyde oꝛ of the other (and ſpecially by ſea) without her licence thereto ſirſt obtapned, 
as hath often ben declared both by pꝛoclamation and letters: Becauſe nowe of late, vnder pꝛetenceok thole foz- 
raigne ſeruices, many pyꝛacies bedaply committed and done, yea in her Maieſties owne Poztes,anda great 
number ok her hyghneſſe Marpners and Fyſhermen, be turned from good ſubfectes, to appeare rather to be 
Ppꝛates a ſea roauers, to her Mateſties great greefe, a to the great daunger ofthis eſtate. Her Mateſtie ther- 
foze trayghtly chargeth and commaundeth that all maner of perſons whoſoeuer they be, that haue not licence 
cxpzclly from her Pateſtie,to be ſhewed vnder wꝛytyng. to ſerue any fozraigne pzince oꝛ other im warlyke mas 
ner, eyther as ſouldiers oꝛ Marpners ſpeciallp by ſea, ſhal immediatly after this Pꝛoclamation publyſhed,and 
lo ſoone as notice of the ſame do come to them, turceaſle from ſuche ſeruice, and returne home to they; ac⸗ 
cuſtomed occupation and trade of lyfe, vpon payne that whoſoeuer ſhall not do ſo, halbe taken and reputed 
foz à rebel, and diſobedient to her Maieſtie. Ind further ſtrapghtliy chargeth and commaundeth all Idmirals, 
Gictadmirals, and all Captaynes and maiſters of her hyghneſſe ſhyppes, and all other her officers whiche 
haue to do on the ſeas, a line wiſe al Juſtices of peace, al Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Cuſfomers, Comptrol⸗ 
lers, and Searchers, al Conſtables and Headboꝛoughes, and al other her hyghneſle ollicerg, miniſlers, and lo⸗ 
urng ſubiectes wholoeuer they be, to appꝛehende, take, and commyt to pꝛylon, al ſuche as ſhal do contrary to 
this Pꝛoclamation, and to ſtay all they: hyppes, tackle, victuell, and munition within the fame ſhyppes, vntil 
ſuche tyme as her Matelties further pleaſure be hnowen. Ind becauſe her Maiellie hath further ben enkour⸗ 
med that diuers of her officers by reaſon ol ſome gaine (as it is ſuſpected) haue wynked often at theſe diſozders, 
and haue ben cauſe why ſuche offenders do ſo encreaſe: her Maieſtie by theſe pzeſentes,geueth expꝛeſſe wars 
nyng to al her highneſſe officers,that whoſoeuer ſhalbe hereafter founde to be negligent in appꝛehending tuch 
malefactours,and in the execution of this Pꝛoclamation,. oz ſhal wynke at theyz doynges, that vpon infozma- 
tion, if the ſayd officers ſhalbe founde gyltte of that negligence oꝛ cozruption, they ſhal not only looſe they? olli 
ces, but (hal incurre alſo her Mateſties further diſpleaſure,and be ſeuerely puniſhed,as ſhal appartepne. Ind if 
the head officers of any Poꝛte and Towne Coꝛpoꝛate, ſhalbe founde hereinhereafter faultte,her Maieſtie ſhal 
haue cauſe to ceaſe the liberties cf the lame Towne, loꝛ they: diſobedience lo daungerous to this Realme, and 
to ſo euyl an example.
